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DETAILED ACTION 
Rejections and/or objections necessitated by the amendments 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 19 as presently amended and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Yamaguchi (US publication 2005/0167768) in 
combination with Yamazaki et al. (US publication 2005/01 1 0091 0). 

With respect to claims 1 9 and 20, Yamaguchi in combination with Yamazaki 
et al. teach the invention as claimed. See the contents of the office action dated 
09/09/05. 

Further with respect to presently amended claim 19, Yamaguchi teaches 
supplying first and second gases sequentially. See claim 1 . 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 19 and 20 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 6, 7, 8, 1 0, 1 1 , 1 2, 1 3, 1 4, 1 5, and 1 6 are allowed.
